Under the provisions of this amendment 
the State may issue $5,000,000 worth of 
bonds every year for a period of too 
years. 
If the Legislature indorses this 


action of the people, and it probably 
will, mnci dam roads will be built un- 
der plans eabmitted by the State En- 
gineer, the expense to be apportioned as 
follows: St.ite, 60 per cent.; county, 85 
percent,; town, 16 percent. 


This goot! roads amendment opens an 


important undertaking which in the last 
few years has boon limited by compara- 
tively 
smitll 
annual 
appropriations. 


Within tho next ten years, it is said, New 
York State will have a. larger mileage of 
improve?! roads than any State in the 
Union. 


Vet Penn lylvania is far more liberal in 


its provisions for highways. In New 
York one-half the cost of roads falls on 
local ta«payern; in Pennsylvania only 
one-third. 
Bat New York's food will be 


much larger than ours, and it will all be 
used, for tho people appreciate that this 
is the era o< good roads, and there is a 
scramble for such improvement. 


This county is going to fall in line and 


see that it fets its share just as soon as 
it 
is apportioned. The advantages of 


oar law ate strikingly apparent when the 
rural resident realizes that the corpora- 
tions of thit State are practically paying 
two-thirds the cost of road construction 
in rural districts.

Harold Peirce, formerly of Bristol, 


g.'D"iiil agent and manager of the Phila- 
dflipnia branch ot the New York Life In- 
surance Company, was arrested Tuesday 
afternoon in Philadelphia and held under 
$2500 bail for court by Magistrate Tier- 
nan, utter evidence had been procured by 
the uroncciitiun showing that the insur- 
IIOCH imiMager had juggied with a $100, 
000 policy, which ho issued to Benjamin 
C. W.irukk, a broker. 


Sensational evidence was brought forth 


at (he hearing, which v>us held in the 


>(ji Irato'a office at yifth and Onthbert 


street*. The small room was crowded 
and the majority of the spectators were 
ofllcinls of HID N»w York Lite Insurance 
Company. 


Wurnick, while being examined, nusert- 


ed trial the policy was mued to him by 
Peirce for tha purpose of enlarging 
the 


bonuii and Tcommiiaions which he receives 
yearly from tho company on policies er- 
cceedinu a stated sum. The defense de- 
nied this. Grunt Levis, cashier of the 
Dr»xel Building office of the company, 
jBHid. that Peirco had already earned his 
bonus at the time of the inssuance of 
the Wuinick policy. 


Warnick in hig testimony said: "Last 


summer Edward A. Ecilloy came to my 
cfBce in the Buliitt Building, following 
an introduction by a man named Oonroy. 


His visit was largely for the purpose of 


floating a propositon in British Colum- 
bia. 
Ho said that he «us acquainted 


with a man named Harold Peiroe, who 
would oaru a bonus from the New York 
Life Insurance Company if he could se- 
cure a policy for $100,000 for a suitabl) 
applicant. 1 said to Keilley that I would 
consider it, if Peirce would issue a legal 
policy. Peirce was brought to my office 
a few days following that, and I askod 
him if he could issue a legal policy which 
would coat me nothing. He "promised 
and lopliod that the traneaction should 
be kspt stnotly confidential. 
I pjomised 


to fulfill my end. 


"Two 
months 
later ha personally 


brought mo the policy, and said, 'Don't 
f&r the world say anything about this,' 
A weok lutrr after this I received a let- 
tor from Cashier Levis acknowledging 
payment of the premium, 
IJa^ked Peiice 


about it and tolil him he had issued an 
illegal policy, for which he was crimi- 
nally liable. 
Do. told me to keep my 


mouth shut. 
I was a'terwaids informed 


that Keilley hart paid 
the premium, 


which amounted to $2505. It looked to 
me as though I had been taken in and 
that Roilley could come on me for the 
amount of the premium. 


'Time and again I asked to have the 


policy au'uulled, hut Peirce 
would not 


hear, of it, and Rcilley told me to keep 
still. 
I never paid a cent on the policy, 


never will, and never intend to accept 
it." 


John Scott, Jr., who defended Mr. 


Peirce, then cross-examined 
Warnick. 


He askeJ him if ha was a promoter. 
Wiiruick denied this and said ho courted 
the strictest investigation on his deals. 


Henry V. Lyons, bookkeeper, and Jos- 


cnh Yorkos, an office bp^, employes of 
Warnick's office, testified that 
Peirce 


and Kfiilley refused to withdraw or 
an- 


nul tlio policy after being .repeatedly 
requited to do BO by 
thair employer. 


Tho beneficiary named in the policy is 
Mrs. Emma A. Warniok, wife ef the pros- 
ecutor. 


The penalty for an officer of an insur- 


ance company convicted of issuing an il- 
legul policy is one, year's imprisonment 
and a fine of $500. 
Of tho fine, half of 


the amount is awarded to the prosecutor.

This hamlet, with its Indian name, is 


getting in the public eye of late in an en- 
viable manner. 
Its chief importance for 


many years was derived from the fact 
that itwasva convenient junction for 
passengers • on the Amboy. Division to 
reach various seashore resorts, during 
the summer especially. 
For that reason 


express trains included it among their 
few stopping places. Incidentally, 'the 
thrifty farmers along its line made it a 
shipping point for great quantities of 
milk. 


More than a year ago, many acres for a 


short distance west of Kinkora were 
quietly bought up by a private citizen of 
Trenton, who made elos« bargains in se- 
curing the-same ostensibly for farming 
purposes. 
When several farms had been 


obtained—a tract sufficient for the object 
—the fact cume out that a great indus- 
try, in which the large Roebling works 
at Trenton are consolidated, were the 
owners. Very soon afterwards, a large 
number ot Italian and Hungarian labor- 
ers, with not a few natives, were seen 
actively at work on the grounds, which 
extend from the Pennsylvania railroad 
to the Delaware river. 


Now, 
as hae been noted from time to 


time ill these columns, the broad •acres 
are graded and levelled off, extensive 
workshops tor iron workers are under cov- 
er, and whole rows of comfortable brick 
dwelling houses have been erected and 
more under way. 


In reference to tha great enterprise a 


recent dispatch from Trenton, the head- 
quarters of the Roebling iron works, 
gives the following facts: 


All the plans have now been practical- 


ly completed by tbo John A. Roebling 
Sons' Company, of this city, for the 
building of a complete and thoroughly 
modern city at Kinkoca, the site of the 
company's new rod mill. When ready for 
occupdncy the place will represent an 
outlay of "hundreds of thousands of doll- 
ars. Living quarters for about 1000 men 
will ba provided, including foremen, 
skilled mechanics and laborers. The new 
city will be owned and ~ controlled by the 
Roeblins'B and will be the only strictly 
private municipality in the" State, and 
ttll the regulations of the town /will be 
dictated by tbs Boeblings. 


Two of the larger buildings of the plant 


are under roof, 
48 bouses have 
been 


completed and contracts were let Thurs- 
day for the building of 24 more houses. 
The new Kinkora will be a bnautiful 
place. Bach street will bn 100 feet wide 
and paved with crushed stone. The side- 
walks, supplied with shade trees, will be 
20 feet in width and the houses will not 
be nearer than 151 feet to the curbs. 
Each house will stand alone with a wide 
alley in the rear. A complete system of 
-fire protection will be provided, A high- 
pressure water system will be used and a 
good water supply arranged for, A 
street-cleaning department will be one of 
the featnreii.

Ocrtrudr Atharton'i New Story. 


The reader who tarns the pages of Hrc. 


Gertrude Atheitoc's nnw novel, 
"The 


Traveling Thirds" (Harpers; $1.50) need 
not labor nnder tbe impression that the 
author has taken a new Departure; that 
under tbe gnise of a novel she is telling a 
story of tonriEt travel in Spain.

The Child Labor Law. 


Editor Gazette:—You oan greatly as- 


ilat the work of the Pennsylvania Child 
Liabor Committee if you will publish tbe 
following as a communication in the ool- 
nmas of your paper: 


On May 2, 1905, a law was passed hy 


.lie legislature of Pennsylvania relating 
;o the employment of children. This 
aw contains five Important provisions. 


First, It applies to all establishments 


n which men, women or children are 
employed for wages, except domestic 
lervice, farm labor and coal mining. 
Thus a new class ot children are brought 
inder the provisions of the child labor 
aw; among these are messenger boy», 
and boys working in theatres, bowling 
alleys, hotels and olubs. 


Second, No child may be employed un- 


der 14 years in any establishment under 
any circumstances. 


Thiid, Between 14 and 16 years a cer- 


ificate must be furnished setting -*»rth 
the facl.that the child is over 14. This 
certificate may be obtained from the Sa- 
lerintendent of Schools or in case there 
s no Superintendent, from the principal 
teacher or from the Factory Inspector 
and his deputies. This certlcfiate must 
be furnished by the children between 14 
and 16 before they oan work. 


Fourth, No child under 16 and no fe- 


male may be employed longer than 12 
hours a day or 60 hours a week. 


Fifth, No child under 1'6 may work at 


night; that is after 9 p. m. Qlase houses 
and foundries are excepted from this pro- 
vision; Retail 
Mercantile Establish- 


ents are excepted from this provision and 
provision four on 'Saturdays and during a 
portion of December. 


The Pennsylvania Child Labor Com-

JEWELUT AMD MOKE? KENT TOB THANKSOIV 


At least a hundred girls, daughters of 


the most prominent families in Phila 
delphia and the East, are mourning the 
loss of Eo-eral hundred dollars of their 
holiday money and of jewelry, includ 
ing watchi 3, rings and various trinkets, 
valued at the lest estimation at sovcru 
hundred dollars more. 


The faculty of the school, Eden Hal! 


Acudemy, at Torresdale, one of tliu mosl 
exclusive- institutions of .the East, have 
not y«t recovered from the shock of the 
discovery, made last Thursday morning, 
that during the night the school pre 
niiaes had been entered and the pupils 
rjiado the victims of one of 
the most 


thorough pieces of wholesale robbery 
ever perpetrated in this country. 


Detectives have been engaged by 


school authorities, 
who 
are leaving 


nothing undone to ferret out the per- 
petrators of the robbery. 


Last Wednesday was a feteday at the 


Academy, which, as ia well knows, is 
under the control of the Mesdamesof the 
Sucrod 
Heart. 
It 
was the day of 


"Gorge," or the feast day of the Mother 
Superior, Madame DuFout, who came to 
assume charge of tha institution from 
F run ce a year and a naif ago. Next in 
authority ip Madame-DnPont is Madame 
Raleigh, directress of the academy and a 
member of a family prominent in eoci 
ety. 
The feast day of the Mother Sup«r- 


lor was naturally a great day in the 
school. 


In addition to the main celebration of 


the day, the 150 girl pupils of the insti- 
tution bfid a further celebration in the 
STening in the main study hall, in 'the 
new wing of the building. It was a strict- 
ly school Blair, not even any of the rela- 
tives of thi pupils being present. At half- 
past 10 o'clock Wednesday 
night the 


girls went , to bed. 
The ladies of the 


faculty retired an hour later. 


The academy is located in an elevated 


and conspicuous position ill Torresdale, 
not far from the station, from which il 
Is approached by a walk leading through 
a grove. In the new wing recently added 
to the building is contained, among 
other things, the main study hall, and 
a number of dormitories or "alcoves,1 
for ilie pupils. There 
are, no dogs 


about the place and no outside watch- 
man, 
although, it is said, there is a 


yard watchman. 


Early Thruaday morning a Froml) 


overseer, who lives on a farm adjoining 
the academy, was surprised to see a lad- 
der restinf against a second-story window 
in the rear of the new wing of the insti- 
tution. Ee informed the school authori- 
ties immediately and an investigation 
started eoou disclosed the facts of the 
robbery, 


The robber, or robbers, if there were 


more than one, had apparently entered a 
room on the second floor, known as the 
"Fifth" class room. Passing through 
several corridors, past alcoves in which 
pupils weie sleeping, the intruder or in- 
truders went diieotlv to the gills' study 
hall. Neither this apartment nor any of 
the desks nre locked. 


In these deskn the girls keep their 


books and personal belongings, but are 
not supposed to keep jewelry or money. 
The jewehy kept there, it is said, had 
been retained by the girls who did not 
want to have their trinkets locked up in 
the big safo and had never a thought of 
danger in leaving them in their unlocked 
desks. 
When the girls were informed 


that they were to spend the coming 
Thanksgiving in the institution many of 
them had v. ritten home immediately for 
holiday money, which, in the few days 
preceding, bad been sent to them by their 
parents or guardians. The money had 
been thrunt into the desks, which in 
many oast B were already 
the hiding 


places of the jewelry. 


A glanc« at these desks with their 


contents tossed topsy turvey was elo- 
quent of the thorough work made by 
the intruder. 


n complete inventory of (he articles 


taken was impossible in many cases 
because, it is said, the girls were reluc- 
tant to admit that they had kept any 
jewelry in their desks. 
Among the arti- 


cles rumoied among the pupils to have 
been taken were two diamond rings, a 
number ot plain gold rings, bracelets, 
chains and watches. The exact amount 
Of money taken was not easy to fix for the 
same reason. Among the pupils men- 
tioned as having lost money aT6 Miss 
Oonomy, Miss Harrison, Miss Loniso 
Uurdock, the Misses Armory and Miss 
Etta O'Mai ley.

SOME NEW BOOKS. 


Gertrude Atharton's New Story. 


The reader who turn* tho pages of Mrfc 


Gertrude Atheiton's new novel, ''The 
Traveling Thirds" (Harpers; $1.50) neec 
not Ifs'oor under the impression that the 
author has taksn a new Departure; that 
under the guise of * novel she is tellius a 
story of tourist travel in Spain. It seems 
like that lor a few chapters, but If you 
will look closely you will Boon come upon 
the trail of the fuse that is to eiplode the 
dynamite later on. It seems quite tame 
and ordinary at first, but the possibilities 
of passion are abundantly provided for. 
The book opens with the Monlton family 
of a New York suburb—father, who ia 
tmave and literary, a writer and a critic 
mother, who is invalid, weak and was- 
pish; two daughters, the elder-an olc 
maid in all the term implies, the young 
er, pretty, imaginative, inclined to be 
wilful, and not more silly perhaps than 
other girls who have grown up under an 
over-protecting family system. There is 
anotbei member of the party, Ostaiinu 
Shore, of California, young, indopend 
ent, owner of <. ranch of 8f ty thousand 
acres, bored with conventions that are as 
the wine of life to the Moultons, caring 
more for a gallop-on^ her mustang than 
for any phase of the^thing folks call "so- 
cictj." She is a relative of the Moul- 
tocB, and Is traveling with them. She 
is determined to visit Spain, also to 
"travel thirds," bectinse it gives one op 
portuni^y to see the people. 
The Mpui- 


tons give in; consent to the third class 
carriage, and in such disguise enter 
Spain. 


Through the story Mrs. Atnerton finds 


opportunity 
for 
some philosophizing. 


Having resided much abroad, she has 
heard something of the criticism ex- 
pressed by foreigners anent the Ameri- 
can butterfly, who goes abroad. It has 
impressed her, and she voices some of it 
In her own fashion;— 


"—American women all come from 


across the sea for one purpose only, the 
purpose for which they lived their use 
lees, idle livet—more clothes. For this 
they BpBna" two wretched weeks on 
the 


ocean every year—the ship's doctor has 
told Catalinn that the pampered Ameri 
can wai the most unheroic sailor on thi 
Atlantic—aud they looked unnormal, ex 
otic, mere shining butterflies whose neck 
would be twisted with one turn of a 
strong wrist in the first week of a revoln 
tion, a revolution of which, unindividua 
as they were, they would be a preoipitat 
ing cause." 


Later the English guardsman express 


es himself in this wise about American 
women to Catalina. 
She inquires: 


"Then are your women something be 


side nerves and 
clothes—your leisun 


women." 


It is Captain Over who replies: 
"I don't wish to be rude, but they are 


I am, of course, only comparing them 
with your idle class.

the American woman, and as there are 
exceptions, naturally—I am only gener 
aiizing—they strice me in the mass as 
being shallow, selfish, egotistical, ner 
yous. I suppose the fundamental troabh 
is that they have so much that an iirjpos 
sible ideal of happiness is the result, and 
they are restless ud dissatisfied because 
they can't get it. Possible in anothe 
generation or two they may develop the 
sort of brain that makes the w«men of 
the Old World well-balanced and philoso 
phical."

In view of the widespread Interest in 


the proposal to regulate railway rates by 
government authority, the Maomillan 
Company, who are bringing out Profes- 
sor Hugo Richard Meyer's book of the 
above title, anticipate a much more gene- 
ral demand for it than is usual with 
works of this character. A first edition 
of sixty-five hundred copies is being 
prlutou and, from the heavy advance or- 
ders received, the publishers anticipate 
a second printing within a very shon 
time. Certainly no book dealing with 
an economic subject could possess the 
element of current and general interest 
in a greater degree. The book embod- 
ies the results of twelve years spent in 
careful investigation of the subject of 
government ownership and control in 
many lands, and is the most important 
and convincing contribution to the dis- 
cussion >;f this~-mnch-discussed subject 
that has appeared thus far. 


"Shtkespesre's Sweetheert." 


" Shakespeare's Sweetheart" is the love 


story of William Shakespeare and Anne 
Hathaway, related in-such quaint yet 
finished style that it suggests the rhythm 
ol Shakespeare's own poetry and the liter- 
ary atmosphere in which ho lived. The 
scheme throughout is one of much novel- 
ty; the idea of having Ben Jon son ap- 
pear in Stratford and ask Anne Hathaway 
to tell her love story, then to file it away 
in a London vault, to have it discovered 
on'.y at this day is quite unique. Moat of 
the incidents are nearly enough correct 
historically to give one the illusion of a 
biography. The book is attiaotively print- 
ed by George W. Jacobs & Co., Philadel- 
phia, and would make a very acceptable 
Christmas present.

the legislature of Pennsylvania relating 
to the employment of children. This 
law contains five important provisions. 


First, It applies to all establishments 


in which men, women or children are 
employed for wages, 
except domestic 


service, farm labor and coal mining. 
Thus a new class ot children are brought 
under the provisions of the child labor 
law; among these are messenger boys, 
and boys working in theatres, bowling 
alleys, hotels and clubs. 


Second, No child may be employed un- 


der 14 years in any establishment under 
any circumstances. 


Third, Between 14 and 16 years a cer- 


tificate must be furnished, setting -forth 
the facXtbat the child is over 14. This 
certificate may be obtained from the Su- 
perintendent of Schools or in case there 
s no Superintendent, from the principal 
teacher or from the Factory Inspector 
and his deputies. This certicfiate must 
be furnished by the children between 14 
and 16 before they can work. 


Fourth, No child under 16 and no fe- 


nale may be employed longer than 12 
hours a. day or 60 hours a week. 


Fifth, No child under 115 may Work at 


night; that is after S p. m. Glass houses 
and foundries are excepted from this pro- 
vision; Retail 
Mercantile Establish- 


ents are exoepted from this provision and 
provision four on Saturdays and during a 
portion of December.
